TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, quilified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Mascenic Regional School 
in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: * 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money, when necessary, in anticipation 
of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax Collector’s Deeds. 


5. To hear reports of any Official or Committee and take 
any action relating thereon. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget of 
the Electric Light Department. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$998.19 so as to receive $6654.61 from the State, for use on 
Class IV and V highway construction, reconstruction or better- 
ment as provided under the N.H. RSA Chapter 241. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2800. This money to be used to remove the stone 


vault in the Town Office. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $427 
for the support of the Monadnock Region Association. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to approve the appoint- 
ment of a Committee of three (3) to be known as the Cemetery 
Committee. This Committee to be comprised of one (1) mem- 
ber from the Trustees of the Trust Funds, one (1) Selectman, 
and the legally elected Sexton in the March, 1969 elections. 
The Committee to be appointed by their respective Boards. The 
Board of Selectmen shall have the power to appoint any temporary 
vacancies that might arise. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$11,000 so as to receive $33,000 from the State for use of 
- reconstructing Bridge No. 113/074 on the Smith Village road. 


12. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,139.08 to be used in the maintenance and 
supervision of the Recreation Field, or take any action thereon. 


13. ‘To see if the Town will vote to make legal an Ordinance 
as follows: 


As of the date of passage of this Article it shall be 
deemed illegal to place or position a trailer, mobile 
home or other wheeled vehicle, any of which is planned 
or designed to be a dwelling place within the bound- 
aries of the Town of New Ipswich without the written 
consent of the majority of the Board of Selectmen of 
said ‘Town. 


Requests to place or position such, must be made to 
to the Board of Selectmen and must include a plan 
showing the planned position of dwelling, well and 
sewerage disposal facilities. 


14. To see if the Town will adopt an Ordinance requiring 
all buildings, including mobile-homes, to be situated on a mini- 
mum lot of one (1) acre. Such buildings shall have a minimum 
frontage of two hundred (200) feet and shall be located twenty 
(20) feet from an abutter’s property line and thirty (30) feet 
from the edge of a right-of-way. Plans showing the location of 
the proposed building, well and sewerage system shall be pre- 
sented to the Planning Committee and the Board of Selectmen. 


15. To see if the Town will adopt the following Ordinance: 
No owner or occupant of land shall permit fire or other ruins 
to be left, but within one (1) year shall remove or refill the 
same to ground level or shall repair or rebuild the structure. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to abandon the following 
list of roads: 

a. Binney Hill road: one (1) rod West beyond the 
Frandilla camp to one (1) rod East of Alvah Ring’s 
COverline ). 

b. No name: a piece of road from Bonnie Brae to the 
Stowell road. 

c. No name: the road from David Cotzin’s to a point near 
William Burrell’s. 

d. Hubbard Pond road: from a point on #60 (State 
of N. H. map) Route 124 to Timbertop (North) tow- 
ard Hubbard Pond (#61 & 62). 

e. Academy Lane: entrance from Old County road to 
King road to be deeded to Appleton Academy. 

f. Old County road: that portion of Old County road 
from a point one (1) rod East from the entrance 
to the Country Club to Route 124. 

g. No name: from Route 45 at George Lanthier’s to 
the Greenville road near the late George Somero’s place. 


* The Town Meeting will open at 10 o'clock to act upon the 
first Article only. Balloting will continue until 7 P.M. at 
which time the Meeting will be adjourned until Wednesday, 
the 12th of March, 1969 at 7 P.M., to act upon the remaining 
articles.

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POLICE CHIEF'S REPORT 


The following is the 1968 report of the Police Department 
to all the citizens who helped to make this a successful year. 


The following is a break-down of the regular police work: 


Telephone calls 911 
Radio calls 806 
Juvenile problems 113 


District Court activities: 91 offenses; of these 3 were de- 
faulted and 1 was dismissed and 7 were turned over to Massa- 
chusetts, 5 Superior Court pendings and 5 found not guilty. 

The Auxiliary Police accumulated 250 hours on holiday work, 
fire surveillance and other types of surveillance work. 

The total amount of investigations: 1249. The major por- 
tion of these investigations were on motor vehicles, breaking and 
entering, public nuisances and drug abuse. 


POLICE CHIEF'S REPORT 


Never before in the history of this country has there been 
more conversation about police and the police problem. News- 
papers have served to dramatize both the extent and degree of 
criminal acts. Civil rights movements throughout the country 
have focused an unusual amount of attention upon the police — 
the kind of people they are — the quality of their training. 
The U.S. Supreme Court’s recent sweeping decision in Miranda 
v. Arizona, narrowly fixing the limits by which the police may 
interrogate a suspect and seek a confession, has caused many 
to wonder how the police will now get at the truth of a crime. 
For the first time a great many people appear to be seeing the 
police force for what it really is — a sensitive, difficult, crucial 
municipal service, demanding skilled personnel. 

Law enforcement is a local government function. The com- 
munity determines selection standards for the police department; 
they do, in most every respect, determine the quality of the police 
department. There can, in fact, be little improvement in local 


27 


law enforcement unless the local government decides there will 
be. 

A great many communities are finding it difficult to fill 
vacancies in their police departments. This can be related to 
the rather plentiful job supply at the present time. Police work, 
in too many communities, does not hold its own in the competi- 
tion of an improving economy. ‘Thus, it is most urgent that 
the competitive position of police work be improved. 

It goes without saying that it is only asking for trouble 
to send a new police recruit out on the job without training. 
On-the-job training can no longer suffice. Too much knowledge 
has become available in the area of police technology. There 
is also a need for a policeman today to be well briefed in all 
areas of criminal law. He must know how to deal with the 
mentally ill. He must somewhere along the line receive training 
in the area of human relations for he will often find himself 
in the role of counselor and mediator. He must be highly 
skilled in first aid for he is generally first on the scene of 
emergencies. 

The ball is now being passed to the smaller communities 
(where the crime rate last year rose 18 per cent compared to 
5 per cent in the large central cities). Particularly, the challenge 
goes to the now small, slumbering community just beginning to 
orow. 

Human relation problems which never have been touched 
upon before now require attention. Much of this work has 
already been started and it is hoped that we may continue in 
this phase of our work. We hope that you as the people of 
this community will lend us your support and help us to take 
this “step in the right direction.”

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PLANNING COMMITTEE 


As the result of Article 15 in the 1968 Warrant, the Town 
voted to have the Board of Selectmen form this committee. The 
following citizens were appointed: Matti P. Aho, Joseph A. 
Gill, Donald C. Gillam, Theodore H. Karnis and Arthur L. 
Whitney. 

One of the first projects of this committee was to acquire 
maps of the Town. This was simplified by the erection of 
street signs on all streets and roads. 

The boundaries of the Town of New Ipswich and the Towns 
of Temple, Greenville, Mason, Ashby, Ashburnham, Rindge and 
Sharon were perambulated and so marked by Donald Gillam, 
Justin Smith and Arthur Whitney along with the Selectmen 
of these towns. 

During the spring, the Committee and the Board of Select- 
men were confronted by an unusual request which prompted the 
creation of the “trailer ordinance” which is to be formally voted 
upon by the townspeople under Article 13 in the 1969 Warrant. 
After much deliberation, this ordinance was written only to 
protect the citizens who are now residing in mobile-homes and 
not to discriminate for or against these people. By having these 
plans approved by the Boards, State requirements on sewerage 
would be checked. 

You will also note that Article 14 in the same Warrant was 
created principally to have all State requirements on sewerage 
complied with. 

The Board of Selectmen has consulted with this Committee 
on future plans on the cemetery, hence the insertion of Article 
10 in this Warrant. 

The resignation of Mr. Donald Gillam has been accepted 
with regret. Mr. Gillam was secretary for the Board.

Marilou 
MacKenzie and Wes Hebert, our swimming instructor and field 
director worked under duress to be sure; and the many mothers 
who watched the children as they went in groups from the play- 
sround to lessons and returned, and who with Marilou and 
Wes transported our children to and from Smith’s for swimming 
in the afternoons, and also to Phil Emma and Bud White for 
mowing the fields. 

We wish to thank Seppala and Aho Construction Co. who 
were, as always, most co-operative and helpful. Our thanks also 
to Norman Davis of Dublin, N.H. who gave us our fine well. 

There are signs of increased activity at Memorial Field, and 
these we feel are healthy signs. Babe Ruth, Little League, and 
the newly reformed NIAA promise to make good use of our 
ball fields. Other groups have indicated an interest in other 
phases of activity. 

We ask that groups wishing to use Memorial Field get in 
touch with a member of the recreation committee as soon as 
vou are sure of the date of your activity so as to be assured of 
whatever area you may desire. 

Your recreation committee wishes to extend an open invita-

Report of Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


People cause fires. Our records show that the number of 
fires increase in an area as the population increases and our 
state is growing tremendously. This means that we all must 
be aware of fire causes and do our best to prevent their 
occurrence. 

When we are very young the lighted match is an adven- 
ture, burn fingers and a dropped match is another fire. A 
little older we like to have a woodland cookout, or go out 
by ourselves for a smoke but fire and forests get together 
for another statistic. We adults like to clean up in the 
spring, burn the old debris and the dead grass, result — 
escaped fires and much personal expense. 

With new homes and summer cottages located in wood- 
lands and with abandoned fields and forests crowding the 
back yard of our villages’ streets, it is necessary that every- 
one be aware all through the fire season, which comes with 
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the disappearance of the snow, of the need to be careful 
with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 
1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 


2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a 
car or while walking through fields or woods. 


3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town 
dump. If you must burn — 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire 
warden for all debris burning except when the ground 
is covered with snow. Cooking fires in outdoor fire- 
places or in charcoal braziers in your own back yard 
is permitted on notification of the warden. 
b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow 
burning of household rubbish on grass by house- 
holders between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire 


before you light the match. 


4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire 
warden or fire department.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


A new circuit was constructed using 15 K.V. Hendrix cable 
from the delivery point of the Greenville Electric Co. across 
private property, (for which a right-of-way in 1964 had been 
secured) thence along River Road 123 and 124 completing 
the circuit to our distribution point in the center of town. 

This provides an alternate feed in the event of trouble with 
supply line on back road to Greenville, will prepare our system 
_ for Conversion to 7200/17470 volts to meet future load demands 
to requirements. 

Construction line was by I. C. Reed & Sons, Inc., of Ray- 
mond, N. H., at the approximate cost of $27,250.00 for which 
a loan of $25,000.00 was procured. 

In reviewing the agreements pertaining to the Mascenic School 
a certain part was not fully realized or costs involved when 
agreed to, so a substitute plan was submitted with the approval 
of the school building committee. 

The service to the school was supplied with an overhead 
construction using Hendrix cable from the street to a pre- 
determined location with 3-75 K.V.A. single phase transformers 
and protective equipment built for 7200/12470 volts. 

Metering is on the secondary side and transformer loses 
are absorbed by the Department which constituted a saving to 
the school. 

Although a saving to the Department was realized through 
the substitute plan, the cost of 3 phase line and service to the 
school came to approximately $5,000.00 | 

In addition to general maintenance and new service in- 
stallations the line on Wheeler Road due to the T.R.A. project, 
was rebuilt to the end of construction. 

A change over to a heavier services and transformers for 
the S. & A. Construction Co. and Walker Wood Turning were 
completed. 

Allowances to promote use of electricity in space heating, 
cooking and water heating were established and made effective 
on July 1, 1968. 

Publications of these promotional allowances were mailed 
to all our customers. Additional copies and complete set of 
rules and regulations available at the Town Office. 
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We wish to express our appreciation to the Highway and 
Police Department’s personnel for their assistance, to our cus- 
tomers for their patience during outages and to the Selectmen 
for being instrumental in our loan transaction.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the pre-existing School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 

I submit this abbreviated report relative to the activities of the 
school district from the time of the final school district meeting 
held in March 1968 until June 30, 1968. At this time Mascenic 
Regional School District assumed full operating responsibility for 
the schools in New Ipswich. 

All plans for closing out of the district proceeded as projected. 

The accounts of the district were closed in good order, pro- 
viding a net balance in New Ipswich of $5,470.02. Even 
though the district authorized the raising and appropriating of 
$1,000.00 to cover any unanticipated expenditures expended 
between the time of the March meeting and the end of the year, 
actually no additional was required by the board to meet un- 
expected expenses. As provided by an article in the Warrant, 
this net balance has been transferred to the Mascenic Regional 
School District and has been credited toward New Ipswich’s 
share of funds necessary for operating the Mascenic Regional 
School District in 1968-69. All reports of the treasurer and 
bookkeeper of the school district have been stored within the 
community at the Selectmen’s Office in New Ipswich, and should 
be on hand for review for a period of seven years. 

The transfer of administrative responsibility from the town 
district to the Mascenic Regional School District has been ac- 
complished with minimal problems and confusion, due to the 
continuance of personnel for both districts.
